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The Prince of Wales' Presents. 

Tho prnsents receivad by the Prince 
of Waloa while on his recent ludiau 
tour have been nrrftiigeJ ;it tbo ludiun 
I^Iusoiim, South Konaiugtou. aro uow 
opou to tliQ public. The coUectiou 
has been iirniu,L,'e(l with a Hue oye to 
effect, aiul it is iii ityolf a splendid 
jriuaeum illustrativo of the luanufnc- 
tures and tlio Heiui-biirb.Hric luxury of 
India. On entering iduuist the 
lirat object which attnictw the 
gaze of the visitor ia the gold cup pre- 
sented by the Maharajah of Mysore. 
This gorgeous piece of pjato was 
made in 18G3 in liouour of tlio Prince 
of Wales' marriago, and, having been 
raced for, waa won by a horso belong- 
ing to the Mahrajah." Tho uamo case 
also contains many other pieces of 
gold plate, Oriental in design and 
•workmanship. Close at hand are two 
cases containing Cashmere work in 
silrer and gold. The elaborately-em- 
bossed patterns of tho goblets and do- 
canters resemble the shawls from Cash- 
mere, and several have been entirely 
produced by the manual labor of tho 
patient craftsmen of tho Himalayas. 
Probably the chief wealth of tho col- 
lection, intrinsically considered, is 
centred in the case of arms, which in 
Eastern countries iuvaribly indicate 
the wearer's rank by the number and 
value of the precious stones they bear. 
A vreapon of fabulous worth in tho 
dazzling tulwur presented by tho Ma- 
harajah of Cashmere. Tho sheath of 
rod velvet is thickly studded with dia- 
monds, pearls, and emeralds. The 
sword-knot is of pearl tassels, ending 
in emeralds, and the blade is beauti 
.fully figured vrith light and dark steel. 
The -weapons compn.so every variety 
in form and orniiiuentation. There 
are cuttars and daggers of fantastic 
shape with jeweled handles. Hero 
may be seen also the sword with w hich 
Serajee is reported to have founded 
tho great Mahratta empire in 16.)9. 
A sword and a sheath, givoL by tho 
Guicwar of Baroda, is tastefully dec- 
orated with pearls and diamonds. 
The shields of rhinoceros hiJe are 
curiosities, one being elaborately 
painted in sombre colors, with liosses 
of jade. Another, of blue gold en- 
amel, has attached a silk scarf, with 
pine-pattern ciuis, and embroidered 
with pearls and diamonds. Among 
the armour are Sikh helmets, breast- 
' plates and gauntlets, studded with 
turquoises and rubies, tho hand cov- 
ers being of velvet, studded with gilt 
nails. The fircaruis inclr.de a line 
display of inalcblocka, from the stub- 
twist bairel.s to the finest wire twist. 
One matchlock has a revolving cylin- 
der of five chambers, ]in)ving that tho 
principle of' the revolvor was known 
to Indian gunsmiths long befure the 
days of percussion caps and cartridges. 
There are arrows in abundance, and 
spears (some with double heads) and 
curious implements of warfare. A 
case of exquisite Cashmere shawls 
commands attention, and tlie barbar- 
ic jewellery coiii]u-ises necklets, arm- 
lets, and tinkling anklets uf the purest 
gold and silver. Tlio fabrics include 
Dacca mufilins of the finest descrip- 
tions, and the much- prized Puahmina 
cloth of the most exipiisito texturo. 
A conspicuoua object is a hookah 
from tho Maharajali of Cashmere, 
which is .set with rubies and pearls, 
the carjiot being of red violet, em- 
broidered with gold. There is a sil- 
ver gilt elephant hovvdah from tho 
Maharajah of Jeyjioro luid trappings 
for horses rich in gohl jewels. A 
handsome palki of Vi/.;,':;i>atini wcuk 
is made of biHoii horn overUid uitli 
frotW(jrk of ivory, and its construc- 
tion- is tho result of four years labor. 
A jewelled crown from the K'injj of 
Odue, made for tho Prince is a ni iss 
of diamonds, pearls, and ))recious 
stones. There ar<! models of tho I\]a- 
dura Temple, tho r.iirsee Tcjwer (if 
Silence at 13onil>ay. and Vnq famous 
Observatory of llenares. Among the 
coilectiou of jewelery, much of which 
is of comparativoly iusiaaificant value, 
is a splendid nocklf>t. of flat diamondR, 
from a Maharajtili of Jeyporo,

BARON GRANT'S MANSIO>'. 



Tho Loudon correspondent of tho 
Livorijool "Courier" writes: — "I be- 
lieve the Duke of Northumberlahdl^as 
completed his negotiation for taking 
over the grand now mansion which 
Baron Grant, tho City financier, has 
been erecting those throe years at 
Kensington. My informant scouts 
tho stories which have been current 
as to the fabulous price asked by tho 
retired speculator for tho unfinished 
lordly pleaauro-houso, which, for ruas- 
ous known to himself, tho Baron re- 
linquishes just before its grandeur at- 
tains the sumptous completeness 
which only tho richest of "parvenus" 
could contemplate or allbrd. It was 
said, for example, that the Emperor 
of Bussia desirous to make a truly 
imperial present to his daughter, was 
recently bidding £800,000 for it as a 
gift to the Duke and Duchess of Ed- 
.inburg. The Czar did not get the 
place, whatever price may have boon 
oll'ored. The new mansion excels in 
beauty of situation, in cxtensivoness, 
and in richness of internal decoration, 
every other mansion in or near London. 
The owner of such a town house would 
sL'em to tho vulgar eye to be the moat 
luaguificont of town magnilicos, yet a 
strauge mysterious ohango has suddculy 
come over tho spirit of somobody'.s ^^rnud 
day-ilreaui. If this now lniii.se has a cup- 
board thure is sure to bo a skeleton in it, 
and Homu people givo it a name. The

Tho Diiko uf Norlhum- 
berlaud has boon iu want of a big town 
liouso since the historic mansion of tho 
Percys at Chariug cross, with the lion ou 
top that used to wag his tail if you hiokcd 
steadily at it, was aciiuired at the price uf 
half a million and pulled doAvn to luako 
the new street. I do not think the Duke 
has paid mucli over that sum for this now 
niaufioii without a uaiiio, hut which has 
liad ocveral haphazard uauies, that I can- 
not inontiou, boatowod on it." 

DisPATou PiuKONS. — Au iutorcsting 
lecture on the utilization of the homing 
or carrier pigeon was given at the 

Zoological Gardens, Regent's Park, 
recently by Mr. Tegetiueier. After 
describing the origin of the pigeon 
voyageurs, the methods of training for 
the long races, tho powers of flight, 
extending to upwards of 500 miles a 
day, the lecturer described the de- 
tails of the pigeon post used during 
the seige of Paris, and stated that at 
tho present time every fortress and 
fortitied town in Germany was pro- 
vided with flights of trained pigeons 
by which communications cauld be 
sent into the town, if invested by a 
hostile force, lie. then proceeded to 
descritie the latest application for the 
lioiuing faculty of these birds — name- 
ly the establishment of communica- 
tions from lightships to tho shore, so 
that by the use of the maritime code 
of signals two or three letters stamped 
on the wing would convey tho intelli- 
gence that assistance of any kind was 
desired, and would j)rovide a means of 
cominuuicatioii when no oilier inclliod 
was available. The experiment is 
being tried, in the first instance, at 
Harwich, and as soon as a sufficient 
stock of birds has been reared it is 
[irojiosed to keep relays ou board the 
adjacent liglitsliips, so that ui case of 
a second wreck like that of tho Deut- 
schiaud rei|uests for assistance could 
be immediately conveyed to the au- 
thoiities at Harwich.

ILawyers as a Class. 



Tf those lawyers nmoug ua who have 
novor hoen in EnghuiJ visit the old 
country, tboy would ho very much 
pleased to find that tho iiiaas of the 
people regard the diguitaries of the 
law with confidence and esteem within 
thoirown proper legal sphere. As 
politicians, lawyers havo never been 
popular in England, though tho Eng- 
lish bar has been an avenue to couai- 
derablo secondary : political inQuence 
and reputation. Debaters in the 
House of'Oommons'can always evoke 
a laugh by some allusion to the sup- 
posed teudoncies ot the gentlemen of 
tho long robe. It is different in this 
Province and different also it would 
appear in Canada. British Columbia 
has been five years a part of Canada, 
and wo have had four prime ministers, 
of whom three have been lawyers. In 
England a lawyer has not been prime 
laiuister for a long time. The profes- 
Biou, it must be said, has not been a 
vorv' popular one in the history of the 
^voria gouerally. When the enter- 
prising Spaniards formed settlements 
in Mexico, one of the first things they 
did. after landing, was to petition the 
monarch of Spain that he would not 
permit any lawyers to emigrate to 
their new colony. The very thought 
of the lawyers set their teeth on edge. 
History tells us that for some years 
these lawyer-hating people were bless- 
ed by the absence of the pestdent 
tribe, but at last they came, bringing 
the germs of much mischief in their 
train. This common objection to law- 
yers is at first sight somewhat singu- 
lar, because law itself is a great bless- 
ing, in so far as it embodies the prin- 
ciple that right shall be above might, 
and that the community will see right 
done to tho individual. Lawyers, 
thoingh they take different sides in pol- 
iticarstruggles, will be found when 
one comes to class them, to have been 
always the true consorvatives iu the 
world, ever ready to defend and main- 
tain legally establislied rights agsinst 
flncroachment or against sudden and 
violent charges. Still they are not 
very popular anywhere, though, as 
above said, the dignitaries of the law 
have a high position in England. 

It is a singular fact that tho judges 
in England stand well both with the 
profession and with the public.though 
appointed, generally, for political and 
party reasons. Objectors to their 
practice say that the best lawyers 
should be appointed to the bench ir- 
respectively of their poUtical services. 
This sounds reasonable, but the pres- 
ent plan works very well, and there ia 
something also to be said directly in 
its favor. There has not been a time 
in modern days when oil both sides of 
polities the bar in England has not 
beftn ready to furnish,, and has not 
fiiriiisbcd judges who commanded the 
respect and confidence of tho public. 
It is a large assumption to say that a 
lawyer is less fitted to sit on tlio bench 
bocauHO he has been a member of tbo 
House of Commons. May tho contra- 
ry not bo said — may it not be said that 
his appronticeahip for tho bench is not 
complete until ho has had a House of 
Commons training? Let us look at 
this question a little more narrowly in 
tho light of the work which English 
judges have nowadays to do. Let it 
be granted that a country is concerned 
with nothing more emphatically than 
with the proper education and train- 
ing and in the selection of judges. It 
was well said by the brilliant French- 
man that it is the man who adminis- 
ters that governs. But consider what 
administering the law in such a coun- 
try as England really means. The 
judges are to a considerable extent 
legislators while sitting on the bench, 
and their superadded political train- 
ing may bo, in practice, very useful to 
them. No law can bo drawn by legis- 
lative wisdom wide enough and pre- 
cise enough to take in all tho cases 
that may arise iu even a siinplo socie- 
ty. Tho difliculty, of course, increas- 
es with tho complexity of human affairs 
in old and populous countries which 
are tho seats of activity and industry. 
Judges must therefore practically act 
as lawmakers to some extent. They 
have to create principles by interpreting 
the intentions of the statute law, and 
they have to apply these prinoii)k>3 to moot 
tho calls of an unfoiosoon sot of thiiigB, 
and of various and Hiibvarious oa.scs. 
This judge nuub) law »Kiiin, is continually 
Bubjfcl to a siuiilav prorijHH of devolopc- 
ment by other judgii.s, or ut all ovonts oll'- 
shootH, Bo to apeak, are grafted on tbo 
oriKinnl ntam. The fubrio'of law is thus 
built up generation after generation. We 
t lUB oun undergtand what manner of men 



thoy should bo, who, on the English 
bench, have to apply legal prinoiploa in 
80 many ways; liow usefully the House of 
Commons training of many of thorn may 
oconsionnlly be in their work; lio^y solid 
should bo their undorstandings; how wido 
and penetrating their vie w ; and how im- 
bued they should be with the best and 
sweetest moral and intellectual inAuenoes 
of the age in which thoy Uve. 



A Futilo Attempt. 

Onr contnmporary is vainly endeavour- 
ing to incite citizens to refuse to payjtbeir 
juat Bbaro of taxes towards tho luainten- 
auoo of Provincial inBtitutions and to- 
wards tho construction of roads, truilM 
and bridges throughout tho length and 
breadth of the country. Wo are glail 
however to bo ablo to state that with tho 
exception of ono or two ])artie9 closely 
connected with the Slaiidard, not a single 
citizen has thus far shown any icclination 
to iuoonvenionco tho assessors in the per- 
formance of their duties. This is u fact 
which Kpoaks signifloantly as to tlio iu- 
lluonco of tho Standard on even tlioso few 
who peruse its faulty coumn.s. Wo there- 
fore publish the following extracts from 
tho laws of tho land to correct the one or 
two misled individuals who Lave had the 
impertinence and lack of judgment to at- 
tempt to evade a fair subscription to tho 
Provincial revenue. The British North 
America Act (Section 13) says tlio Local 
Legislatures shall have power to make 
laws respecting property and civil rights 
and "geijorally all inalters of a private or 
local nature." Now wo take it that tho 
oompilatiou of a Provincial census, in- 
cludiui; tho ago, religion and sex of the 
inhabitants of tho Provioco is strictly a 
local matter and does not in anj' nuiniior 
confiiet with the preparation of u cunsub 
of the Dominion by the central Govern- 
ment. The duties of assosaofB and col- 
lectors are very clearly defined in tho 
lieal and Personal Tax Act passed la.st 
sesaiou, and in no case do tboy oonilict 
with oflicial duties which the general 
Grovernmcnt alone may havo the power to 
define. Tho statement therefore promul- 
gated bj the Standard that this Act is il- 
legal is merely a wretched attempt to mis- 
lead the pnblio and as such is an insult to 
tho poopio of British Columbia. For the 
guidance of those whowouUl "lookbuforo 
they leap" we reproduce ClauHo ^8 of tho 
Act. It roads as follows: — 

"In case any person fails to deliver to 
tho Assessor the written statement men- 
tioned in the proceeding Beotions when 
required BO to do, or knowingly states 
anything falsely in tho written statement 
required to bo matle as aforesaid, such 
person shall, on complaint of the Asses- 
sor, and upon conviction before a Justice 
of the Peaco having jurisdiction within 
the distriet wherein the said real or per- 
sonal estate is sitnate, forfeit and pay a 
fine not exceeding one hnndred dollars, 
to bo recovered in like manner as other 
])enaltio9, upon summary conviction be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace." 

The Act being perfectly legal it will 
now readily be seen that it behooves all 
persons on whom the assessor may call 
to afTord such information as Uie printed 
form requires, otherwise it is evident that 
tho above ponal clause may at once bo en- 
forced. We do not believe, however, that 
in any instance such a course will be of 
neoebsity resorted to. The only name wo 
have heard rnontioned of a cilizon refus- 
ing or threatening to refuse the assessor 
every possiblo facility in the execution of 
hia duty is that of a patriot who has hand- 
ed his record down to posterity a* the 
hero of the celebrated "CUiargoof the Six 
Hundred." Humor snya that this gentle- 
man has lately solicited aubsoriptioiis to 
tost tUe legality of tho Act, but that his 
solicitations were met with scorn and ro- 
butr by every well-disposed oitiisen. This 
is no more than a "lover of the world" 
could ronsonablj- havo expected; but wo 
thought — nay, almost hoped — that so pa- 
triotic agentloinan would have tested the 
merits of his case at his own expense. A 
bettor chance may novor present itself for 
proof pos-itivo that ho i.s wLiit bo is— what 
all seufiblo peopli; take him to bo.
